In aanmerking genomen gronden en omstandigheden 
Toerisme is de grootste economische pijler van het Land Aruba (het Land). De zorg voor optimaal beheer, onderhoud en upgrading van overheidseigendommen gelegen in o.a. 
toeristische zones betreft, mede gelet op het merkimago van het toeristisch product Aruba, een publieke taak. Deze eigendommen dienen i.v.m. hun specifieke ligging immers 
bij voortduring een schoon, eenvormig en verzorgde impressie t.b.v. dat toeristisch product te geven. Het Land en de Aruba Tourism Authority (ATA) hebben in de loop der jaren 
veel geïnvesteerd c.q. bijgedragen aan het beheer, de verfraaiing, het onderhoud en/of doorontwikkeling van overheidseigendommen gelegen in toeristische zones. Het beheer, 
de verfraaiing, het onderhoud en/of doorontwikkeling van de hier betreffende eigendommen, te weten opstallen of percelen gelegen respectievelijk op de Linear Park voor 
en nabij de Talk of the Town en het strand nabij Nicky Beach, voor/nabij de ambtswoning van de Gouverneur, op en nabij de Welcome Plaza en de ingang van de Cruise ship 
Terminal, in de binnenstad van Oranjestad/Caya Betico Croes, te Eagle Beach, te Arashi, alsmede te Zeewijk, de Carnaval Village, nabij de tennis courts te Seroe Colorado en 
te Baby Beach in San Nicolas, blijken in de loop der jaren evenwel onevenredig veel tijd en overheidsmiddelen te vergen. Er is achterstallig onderhoud t.a.v. een groot aantal 
van de lokaliteiten ontstaan en er zijn voorts een aantal centraal gelegen braakliggende terreinen, die duurzaam dienen te worden verfraaid of (door)ontwikkeld.

Ten aanzien van bedoelde, in toeristische zones gelegen, eigendommen van het Land, staat naar het oordeel van het Land op grond van bovengenoemde objectieve, toetsbare 
en redelijk te achten gronden en omstandigheden, bij voorbaat vast of mag redelijkerwijs worden aangenomen dat in genoemd scenario van allocatieve doelmatigheid van 
eigendommen, slechts APA, zijnde een met publieke taken belaste entiteit waarvan het Land 100% aandeelhouder is, als de enige geschikt te achten gegadigde in aanmerking 
kan komen voor uitgifte in erfpacht van de betreffende percelen waarop mede opstallen staan, en om vooruitlopend op voormelde uitgifte in erfpacht deze percelen alvast 
in gebruik, beheer en exploitatie te krijgen tegen betaling door APA van een overeen te komen exploitatievergoeding en onder de verplichting van het doen van de nodige 
investeringen daarin begroot op minimaal Afl.

Het staat een ieder die zich in essentie niet kan vinden in het oordeel van het Land dat op grond van 
bovengenoemde motivering en ter realisatie van beleidsdoelstellingen bij voorbaat vaststaat of redelijkerwijs mag worden aangenomen dat in genoemd scenario slechts APA 
als de enige geschikt te achten gegadigde in voege als voormeld in aanmerking kan komen ten aanzien van de betreffende eigendommen, ten behoeve van het beheer, de 
verfraaiing, het onderhoud c.q. (door)ontwikkeling van dezelve conform het huidige beleid van het Land en in samenwerking met ATA, vrij om uiterlijk binnen 20 kalenderdagen 
na publicatie van deze bekendmaking een kort geding procedure aanhangig maken bij het Gerecht in Eerste Aanleg.

Aruban Olympic Committee

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RECENTLY, the Police Force School received a visit for 
the launch of another training course concerning the Police 
Force. According to the Minister of Justice and Social Affairs, 
Mr. Rocco Tjon, the remarkable aspect of this is that the 
Police Force personnel themselves requested this course, 
known as “Voortgezet Rijopleiding.” This course is provided 
by a certified company from the Netherlands, the same 
training that was offered to the entire Ambulance Service, 
aiming to equip them with better resources, including the 
new fleet of vehicles. 


First and foremost, it is essential to mention that this course 
holds significant importance for the safety of the Police Force 
personnel. As is known, the Ministry of Justice and Social 
Affairs manages the budget for the Police Force. However, 
alongside this responsibility, visits are made to various 
police stations at the beginning of each year to listen to the 
personnel’s needs and requirements for them to perform 
their duties more effectively. 


Hence, the “Voortgezet Rijopleiding” is one of the courses 
resulting from these visits, where the concerns and needs of 


the personnel have been addressed. Thus, we can say that 
30 Police OfÏcers from different districts and the investiga- 
tive service will take part in this course to later take over 
and continue educating and sharing their knowledge with 
the rest of the Police Force. 
The minister expressed extreme satisfaction with the 
course’s reception and the Police Force’s interest in it. This 
indicates that the Government of Aruba will continue to 
invest in resources for personnel development.

Police Force Initiates “Voortgezet Rijopleiding” Course 


THE Minister of Economic Affairs, Communication, and 
Sustainable Development announces the new fuel prices 
effective from October 11, 2023:

New Fuel Prices 
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THE Aruba Hotel & Tourism Association (AHATA) has compiled 
occupancy and hotel price figures for each month, and AHATA’s 
CEO, Tisa LaSorte, announced that in September, the industry 
continued its positive trend with RevPAR growth due to higher 
room rates despite lower occupancy compared to historical data. 


SEPTEMBER 2023: 
Occupancy: The occupancy rate was 71%, which is almost the 
same as in September 2022 and 9% lower than in 2019. 
ADR (Average Daily Rate): The average price per room sold was 
$268.48, a 5% increase compared to September 2022. 
RevPAR (Revenue per Available Room): The average revenue per 
available room was $191.69, which is 4% higher than in 2022 
and 16% higher than in 2019. RevPAR serves as the financial 
indicator before deducting operational expenses and taxes. 


JANUARY - SEPTEMBER 2023: 
Occupancy: The average occupancy rate for the first nine months 
was 78%, a 6% increase compared to the same period in 2022. 
(Note: In the first quarter of 2022, Aruba’s tourism was still 
affected by COVID). 
ADR: The average price per room sold for the period was $343.34, 
which is 13% higher than the same period in 2022. 
RevPAR: The average for the first nine months was $267.16, 19% 
higher than the same period in 2022. 


PROJECTIONS: 
The current projection for the average hotel occupancy in October 
is 73%, in November it’s 77%, and in December it’s 79%. The 
expected average occupancy for the full year 2023 is 78%, repre- 
senting a 7% reduction compared to the 2019 average. 


TIMESHARE: 
The occupancy rate for timeshare properties was 78% in 
September 2023. 
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AHATA: September 2023 Marks a More 
Productive Month Compared to 2022 
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AS of August 31, 2023, the European Union (EU) has offered 
temporary protection to nearly 4.2 million non-European 
Union (EU) citizens who sought refuge after fleeing Ukraine 
following Russia’s invasion in February 2022. The leading EU 
nations hosting these individuals include Germany, accom- 
modating 1,175,695 people (28% of the total), Poland with 
960,550 (23%), and Czechia with 365,085 (9%). 


Comparing the figures to the end of July 2023, there has been 


a slight increase of 41,275 individuals (+1.0%) who have 
received temporary protection in the EU due to the Ukrainian 
crisis. Remarkably, Germany recorded the most substan- 
tial absolute increase, with 21,830 beneficiaries (+1.9%), 
followed by Czechia with 7,545 beneficiaries (+2.1%), and 
the Netherlands with 2,635 beneficiaries (+1.7%). 


In contrast, three EU countries have reported a decrease in 
the number of people under temporary protection: Poland 
(-10,530; -1.1%), Italy (-550; -0.3%), and France (-420; 
-0.6%). 
As of August 31, 2023, Ukrainian citizens constitute over 
98% of the total beneficiaries of temporary protection. Adult 
women make up nearly half (46.5%) of these beneficiaries, 
while children account for slightly over one-third (33.9%). 
Adult men comprise less than one-fifth (19.5%) of the total 
beneficiaries. 


This data reflects the attribution of temporary protection 
status in accordance with the Council Implementing Decision 
2022/382 of March 4, 2022, recognizing the mass influx of 
displaced persons from Ukraine due to Russia’s aggression. 
The European Commission has proposed extending tempo- 
rary protection for those fleeing this conflict until March 3, 
2025. 


These statistics underscore the extensive impact of the 
Ukrainian crisis on the EU, with millions seeking refuge and 
temporary protection within its member states. 


Over 4.2 Million Ukrainian Crisis Displaced 
Individuals Find Temporary Shelter in the EU 
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THE recent eruption of violence in Israel, resulting in over 
1,500 casualties from attacks by Hamas and Israeli military 
retaliation, has ignited a debate on how Dutch cities should 
respond. 
Amsterdam took a stand by flying the Israeli flag from its 
ofÏces on Monday, demonstrating support for “the people of 
Israel and Amsterdammers with friends and family in Israel 
who are living in fear and uncertainty,” according to Mayor 
Femke Halsema. However, this decision drew criticism for 
oversimplifying a complex conflict. Arjen Barel, the artistic 
director of the Amsterdam Storytelling Centre, argued that 
while condemning Hamas violence is crucial, understanding 
the conflict’s roots is equally vital. 


Barel, who witnessed the conflict while in a Palestinian village 
in northern Israel, pointed out that by raising the Israeli 
flag, Amsterdam was perceived as supporting a government 
viewed by many as far-right, undemocratic, and even racist, 
both domestically and internationally. 
Amsterdam later replaced the Israeli flag with the interna- 
tional flag of peace, intending to convey a message of peace 
and unity during tumultuous times. 


In Rotterdam, Mayor Ahmed Aboutaleb decided to fly the 
city’s flag at half-mast after extensive discussions with 
community groups. This choice was made to honor all 


civilian victims of the recent violence between Palestinians 
and Israelis. However, it faced criticism from some quar- 
ters, including Leefbaar Rotterdam, which labeled it “scan- 
dalous.” Critics argued that Aboutaleb should have raised 
the Israeli flag as a symbol of solidarity. 
Aboutaleb justified his decision by emphasizing the need 
to avoid taking sides in a conflict that could exacerbate 
tensions among Rotterdam’s diverse population. 


The Hague displayed the Israeli flag above government 
ministries, aligning with Prime Minister Mark Rutte’s state- 
ment that “hanging up a flag is the least we can do.” However, 
the city council chose to fly its green and yellow flag instead, 
similar to Rotterdam’s decision. 
Utrecht Mayor Sharon Dijksma raised the city’s flag at half- 
mast to express sympathy for Utrecht residents with rela- 
tives affected by the conflict. Although this decision also 
faced criticism for not raising the Israeli flag, local VVD chair 
Marijn de Pagter supported the mayor’s choice, emphasizing 
the city’s solidarity during international crises. 


The responses from Dutch cities reflect the complexity 
of addressing international conflicts within their diverse 
communities, with some opting for gestures of unity and 
peace while others navigate the delicate balance of showing 
support without taking sides. 


Dutch Cities Navigate Divisive Responses 
to Israel’s Escalating Violence 
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IN an unprecedented assault, Hamas’s 
recent attack against Israel has 
not only shaken the region but also 
upended President Joe Biden’s foreign 
policy in the Middle East. The United 
States, already a staunch supporter of 
Israel, now faces a complex situation 
that may require a deeper involvement 
than in previous conflicts. 


Unprecedented Scope 
Demands Unprecedented Response 
Hamas’s attack on Israel has been 
remarkable in scale, prompting an 
equally significant response from the 
United States. Washington has consis- 
tently supplied Israel with substan- 
tial military aid, averaging $3.8 billion 
annually. Historically, the U.S. has 
supported Israel’s right to self-defense 
when facing conflicts with Hamas, albeit 
often intervening to call for ceasefires 
after several weeks of Israeli airstrikes. 


However, the severity of this Hamas 
offensive 
indicates 
that 
a 
more 
substantial Israeli campaign is on the 
horizon, with the potential to escalate 
the conflict throughout the region. This 
time, the U.S. response is expected to 
be different. 


U.S. Deploys Naval Forces as a 
Show of Support 
The U.S. has swiftly dispatched an 
aircraft carrier accompanied by guided- 
missile cruisers and destroyers to the 
waters near Israel. This move signi- 
fies a departure from previous conflicts 
between Hamas and Israel, which were 
typically contained within the region. 
The deployment of this naval fleet is 
primarily aimed at deterring any further 
escalation and signaling a concrete 
commitment to Israel’s defense. 


While the Pentagon emphasizes that 


the fleet’s role includes intelligence 
gathering and the capacity for long- 
range strikes, its primary function is 
to serve as a demonstration of military 
strength and support for Israel. 


Increased Aid and Resources 
To bolster Israel’s position in this 
protracted conflict, the Biden admin- 
istration has ordered the Pentagon 
to provide “additional equipment and 
resources.” This includes air defense 
systems and munitions, fast-tracked to 
meet Israel’s immediate needs. Some 
of these resources may come from 
existing U.S. stockpiles. 


Israel’s request for aid on the first 
day of the war underscores the scale 
of firepower expected to be employed 
in what is anticipated to be a lengthy 
and intense conflict. However, securing 
further funding for this effort would 
require congressional approval, and 
it might intersect with existing U.S. 
commitments, notably the ongoing 
support for Ukraine. 


Potential Impact and 
Future Uncertainty 
While the deployment of the aircraft 


carrier fleet is not expected to directly 
involve the U.S. in the conflict, it could 
divert attention away from other 
regions of concern, such as Ukraine, at 
least temporarily. 


The fate of American hostages held by 
Hamas may play a pivotal role in shaping 
the conflict’s dynamics and U.S. poli- 
tics. President Biden’s commitment to 
assisting in their recovery could impact 
how the conflict unfolds. 


Furthermore, this conflict has disrupted 
a key component of Biden’s Middle East 
policy—a potential regional security 
alignment between Israel and Saudi 
Arabia aimed at isolating Iran. The fate 
of this alignment now appears uncer- 
tain, especially if Palestinian casual- 
ties mount in Gaza, potentially causing 
Arab states to reevaluate their posi- 
tions. 


The U.S. faces challenging decisions 
ahead as it navigates the evolving 
conflict dynamics in the Middle East, 
balancing its longstanding support for 
Israel with broader regional concerns 
and the humanitarian aspects of the 
crisis.

Foreign Policy, U.S. Response Amplified

A.J. Minter earned the win, while Raisel 
Iglesias secured his first save of this postseason. 
J.T. Realmuto contributed to the Phillies’ early lead with a 
two-run homer, supporting Zack Wheeler’s strong perfor- 
mance, as he struck out 10 batters over 6 1/3 innings. 
Wheeler came agonizingly close to finishing the sixth inning 
without conceding a hit. 


In a separate NL Division Series clash, the Arizona 
Diamondbacks continued their surprising postseason run by 
defeating the Los Angeles Dodgers 4-2. Lourdes Gurriel Jr. 
played a pivotal role, and the Diamondbacks, despite losing 
their last four regular-season games, improved to 4-0 in the 
playoffs, all of which were played on the road against divi- 
sion-winning teams.

Buccaneers Proving Doubters Wrong 
with Baker Mayfield at the Helm 
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IN a unanimous decision, the UEFA executive committee 
has awarded the hosting rights of Euro 2028 to the United 
Kingdom and Ireland, while Turkey and Italy have been 
granted the honor of hosting Euro 2032. This decision was 
reached after Turkey withdrew its bid for Euro 2028 to focus 
on the joint bid with Italy for the 2032 championship. 


The UK and Ireland’s bid featured ten stadiums, with six 
located in England, and one each in Northern Ireland, the 
Republic of Ireland, Scotland, and Wales. The tournament is 
scheduled to take place in June and July of 2028, marking 
exactly seven years since England and Scotland jointly 
hosted matches during the rearranged Euro 2020, which 
spanned across Europe. 
Mark Bullingham, the Chief Executive of the Football 
Association (FA), expressed his delight at the announce- 
ment, stating, “We’re delighted. It’s been three years of 
hard work to get to this point. It’s fantastic for us and the 
country, the home nations, and Ireland. We’re really looking 
forward to it.” 


The UK-Ireland host stadiums include iconic venues such 
as Wembley Stadium in London, the Principality Stadium 
in Cardiff, Tottenham Hotspur Stadium in London, Etihad 
Stadium in Manchester, Everton Stadium in Liverpool, St 
James’ Park in Newcastle, Villa Park in Birmingham, Hampden 
Park in Glasgow, Aviva Stadium in Dublin, and Casement 
Park in Belfast. 
UEFA anticipates that Euro 2028 will generate more revenue 
than any previous major tournament, including Euro 2032. 
The qualification process for the host nations is currently 
under consideration, with UEFA favoring all five countries 
participating in qualification matches and reserving two 
automatic spots for those who do not secure qualification 
through these matches. 


This approach aligns with the FA’s desire for England to 
remain competitive by partaking in qualifiers rather than 
participating in two years of friendly matches. 


Bullingham emphasized the importance of qualifying on 
merit, saying, “It is better to play in a tournament where 
it matters and we have competitive games. We’re looking 
forward to that. It’s always been part of our discussions with 
the other countries and UEFA that we would take part in 
qualifying. We think with the new format of European foot- 
ball that’s the right thing to do.” 
Despite previous concerns over hosting major tournaments, 
particularly after security issues at Wembley during Euro 
2020, both the FA and UEFA have expressed confidence in 
the UK and Ireland’s ability to successfully deliver a memo- 
rable and incident-free Euro 2028. The opening game is 
expected to be held in Cardiff, with the semi-finals and final 
scheduled to take place at Wembley, while the quarter-finals 
will occur at various venues, including Wembley, Wales, 
Scotland, and Ireland. 


One unresolved issue pertains to the redevelopment of 
Casement Park in Belfast, which has been hampered by 
legal challenges, delays, and rising costs. Additionally, UEFA 
remains confident in the UK and Ireland’s hosting capabili- 
ties despite past concerns, and preparations are underway 
to deliver a spectacular Euro 2028.

Blockchain Technology Revolutionizing Industries 
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THE recent deadly heat surge that has engulfed central 
South America in late winter and early spring has been 
found to be 100 times more likely due to human emissions 
causing climate disruptions, according to scientists. 


Unprecedented temperatures exceeding 40°C have gripped 
the southern hemisphere, affecting millions and tragically 
leading to heat-related fatalities. While this year’s El Niño 
has played a role, a swift study conducted by researchers 
at World Weather Attribution has unveiled that the primary 
cause of this unseasonable warmth is the human-made 
climate crisis. 
The study focused on the ten consecutive hottest days 
in August and September across a vast region spanning 
Paraguay, central Brazil, and parts of Bolivia and Argentina, 
where heatwave warnings were in effect. 


Employing a statistical analysis that combined historical 
trends, on-site data, and computer models, the research 
demonstrated that temperatures during this period were 
elevated by a significant 1.4°C to 4.3°C due to human- 
induced climate warming. 
In the past, such extreme temperatures would have been 
nearly inconceivable. However, they are now projected to 
occur approximately once every 30 years. Should global 
heating surge to 2°C above pre-industrial levels, similar 
heatwaves will become a recurring event every five or six 
years. Currently, the world has experienced an increase of 
about 1.2°C. 
Lincoln Muniz Alves, a researcher at the Brazil National 
Institute for Space Research, emphasized that the key 
message is that these extremes are primarily attributable to 
human factors rather than natural causes. “We want to be 


unequivocal: while a developing El Niño may have contrib- 
uted some heat, the intensity of spring heat we are witnessing 
would have been exceedingly improbable without climate 
change,” he stated. 


Millions of people across Brazil, Bolivia, Argentina, and 
Paraguay have grappled with the sweltering spring temper- 
atures, with national maximums soaring above 40°C. While 
the full extent of the impact is still being assessed, four heat- 
related deaths were reported in São Paulo, where tempera- 
tures reached 37°C, according to scientists. However, the 
true toll may remain unknown for several months. 
This heatwave follows an unusually warm winter in many 
parts of South America. Argentina’s weather bureau 
described the situation as “off-the-scale” after experiencing 
the hottest August start in 117 years. 


Beyond the scope of this study, meteorologists have 
expressed alarm at the enduring extreme conditions in other 
regions. In the high Andes mountains of Chile, monitoring 
stations recorded temperatures of 37°C in August, leading 
to snowmelt below 3,000 meters (9,840 feet) and nega- 
tively impacting downstream valley communities reliant on 
meltwater during the summer. 


To the north, numerous areas within the Amazon rainforest 
are grappling with a harsher dry season than usual. Lake 
Tefé, in particular, has witnessed the tragic demise of at 
least 139 endangered river dolphins due to a prolonged 
drought that significantly reduced water levels, leaving the 
lake resembling a hot bath. While the human influence in 
this instance is less evident, the consequences are no less 
devastating. 
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COCOA farmers, the custodians of one of the world’s most 
beloved treats, are facing an increasingly ominous challenge. 
The arrival of El Nino and the specter of climate change cast 
a shadow over cocoa production, a crucial ingredient for 
chocolates and a byproduct that finds its way into pharma- 
ceuticals and cosmetics. 


El Nino’s Ongoing Impact 
The El Nino weather phenomenon, notorious for its extreme 
conditions, is expected to extend its unwelcome stay from 
January to March 2024. To make matters worse, there’s a 
71% chance that it will intensify from November to January, 
according to the latest El Nino-Southern Oscillation Outlook. 


The implications are stark: more frequent and severe El Nino 
events threaten cocoa production. These extreme weather 
patterns, coupled with the broader specter of climate change, 
bring hotter temperatures and erratic rainfall, both detri- 
mental to cocoa cultivation. It disrupts cocoa pod develop- 
ment and exacerbates pest and disease outbreaks. 


Agricultural Heartache and Economic Disruption 
A particularly worrying aspect of this scenario is its toll on 
food security and the livelihoods of cocoa farmers. West 
African nations, where most of the world’s cocoa is produced, 
are vulnerable to the whims of extreme weather. El Nino 
historically correlates with drier conditions in this region, 
creating an ominous threat to the cocoa supply chain. 


Cote d’Ivoire (Ivory Coast) and Ghana, top cocoa producers, 
are particularly at risk. Cote d’Ivoire alone accounts for 
44% of global cocoa production, with Ghana contrib- 
uting another 14%. A decline in cocoa yields can have dire 
economic consequences, as cocoa profits make up a signifi- 
cant portion of farmers’ incomes. 


Cocoa’s Uphill Battle 
Climate change poses an additional challenge. Rising 
temperatures are pushing cocoa cultivation areas uphill. By 
2050, it’s projected that more cacao cultivation areas will 
need to shift to higher altitudes to thrive. Cocoa farmers 
face critical decisions: adapt to these changing conditions 
or potentially abandon cocoa cultivation altogether. 
The financial toll is substantial. In Indonesia, climate change 
has already led to a 50% reduction in productivity, amounting 
to an estimated loss of $666 per hectare, impacting up to 
one million hectares. 


Seeking Solutions 
Addressing these challenges is urgent, and it requires a 
multi-faceted approach. Adaptation and mitigation efforts 
are crucial, but they come with a price tag. Investment in 
these initiatives must triple by 2030 and quadruple by 2050, 
potentially totaling up to $8.1 trillion over time. 
Private sector involvement is key, as is support from non- 
profit organizations like the Rainforest Alliance. Initiatives 
such as the Restore project, which allocates $7 million 
to assist 15,000 farmers across 50,000 hectares in Cote 
d’Ivoire and Ghana, offer hope. 


Despite these mounting challenges, there is a glimmer of 
hope. Favorable rainfall levels this year might provide some 
respite, showcasing the resilience of cocoa farmers in the 
face of adversity. But as climate change accelerates, a long- 
term strategy is needed to ensure the future of cocoa culti- 
vation and the cherished treat it yields.
